(2) In claim 1, line 3, delete "highly-" from the term "highly-dispersed". 

(3) In claim 38, line 3 delete "highly-" from the term "highly-dispersed". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
teaches that the inclusion of a 2,4-diketone stabilizer, such as acetylacetonate (acac), in 
aqueous solutions of organic titanates (e.g. titanium isopropoxide) forms an alkyl- 
titanate-acetylacetone reaction product that precipitates from solution above 
concentrations greater than 3% (See Brill: U.S. Patent No. 3,017,282). The minimum 
total concentration of alkyl titanate and stabilizer required by Applicants' claims is 
greater than 5% w/w. Thus, the prior art teaches away from Applicants' claimed process, 
because the prior art teaches that concentrations greater than 3% are physically unstable 
(i.e. precipitation occurs). Applicants' formulations do not exhibit these physical stability 
problems (e.g. paragraph [0033]). 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
